THE CONFEDERATE TREASURY. 


Luther Hl. Conn Confirms Gen. 
Basil Duke’s State ment. 


Luther H. Conn, of the real estate firm on 
Chestnut street, wno formed one of Gen, 
Basil Duke’s escort of guards for the Con- 
federate wagon-team treasury, was met on 
the street this morning by a PosT-DISPATCH 
reporter and asked for bis version of the wat- 
ter involving the allegedappropriation. Mr. 


Conn said: 

There is little to add to Gen. Basil Duke’s 
statement. I confirm everything that he bas 
said, both as to the cavalry and the money. 
It wasapreposterous imputation against 
Davis. The amount of mouey is greatly ex- 
agverated likewise. The wagon escort was 
composed of men from Gen. Duke’s 
command and Gen. Vaughn’s command, 
and some few from rcattering commands. 
Tbere were eight wagons and the money was 
secured in boxes. Near Wasbirgton, Ga, 
the officers and men were paid $32 ull around 
in goid and silver. Previous to that we were 
moving en route for the Trans- Mississippi 
department, but Gen. Kirby Smith had éur- 
rendered and Gen. Juba C. Breckenridge 
who was Acting-Secretary of war 
and likewise commanding the ‘Treasury- 
wagon escort disbanded us at Washington, 
Ga., asthe causé at that time was found to be 
hopeless. At thst point my connection with 
the wagon team ceased and it started for 
Augusta, Ga. [It was afterwards, or a portien 
of it, captured by Federal troops. A year 
or so later 1 read a statementin the newsps- 
pers to the effect that a portion of the coin 
left at Auzusta, Ga., had been startea back 
to Richmond, where it was” claimed by some 
of the barks, but that it was captured by 
guerrilias in North Carolina.”

The Court of Appeals met 
at 10:30 o’c'ock, Judges Bakewell and Thomp- 
son on the beneh, to hear motions and per- 
fect appeals. In Judge Boyie’s court the 
morning was given to the trial ofa damage 
suit, Mrs. Josephine Becker sgainst Louts 
©. Bohble, the livery stable keeper. The 
plaintiff,» comely-looking matron, wante 
$500 damages from the livery stable man un- 
der the following circumstances: Some time 
in June, 1880, the lady was preceeding down 
Fifth street, m the neighborhood of 
Franklin avenue, when a wagon and team 
eame tearing along the thoroughfare ata 
fire-department pace. Mrs. Becker was 
anxious to cross the street and succeeded in 
doing so without being run down, but the 
driver pulled uP short, vhrowing one of the 
horses on to its haunches, and the wagon took 
a sudden swerve toward the curb- 
stone rearwards, the sides and box 
of the wheel atriking Mrs. Becker 
and causing severe’ injuries. On the 
part of Mr. Boble evidence is offered to show 
that the team did not belong to him, the 
horses beicg owned -by Maxwell Brothers, 
and Mr. Gross owning tue wagon. Kvidence 
is likewise offered with the view of showing 
that Bohle was about to purchase the team 
and that it was atrial rua which reaulted so 
disastrously tothe lady crossing the street. 
The sealed verdict rendered late lust night 
by the jury in Judge Adams’ court in the 
suit of Heury McNichols, the Market street 
furniture dealer, against Fritz Richter and 
George A. Rube!man, was opened this morn- 
ing. It was a verdict and judgment in 
favor of the interpleader, . George 
Rubelman. This case has excited 
some interest, as it lasted several 
days and.was wirmly contestedjwith allega- 
tions of fraud whichthejury has not sus- 
tained. Mr. McNicbols, a creditor of Fritz 
Richter, attached ten parlor suits of furni- 
ture, and Mr. Rubelman, likewise @ credit r, 
put in an interplea on the ground 
that these goods were sold and 
transferred to him. The jury’s ver- 
dict was based upon the _ instruction 
of Judge Adams tothe effect thatan inseol- 
vent debtor has the right to preferin the 
matter of payment one of bis creditors to 
the exclusion of others, or of all others, and 
if the jury found that Fritz Richter was in- 
solvent on the Sth of July last and sold and 
traneferredthe furniture in question to Geo. 
A. Rubelman to pay off his dept to him, even 
if they found that sucd transfer was meant 
to be a preferred paymenttothe exclusion 
of other creditors, the verdict should be for 
Rubelmaa.

The Matritnonial Ventures of Certain 
Distinguished People. 
**Gath’’ in the Cincinnati Eoq irer. 


In former days mppereegee between political 
families, Nurth and South, were very com- 
mon. They are so uncommon now that peo- 
ple read with curiosity how President Ar- 
thur’s wife was a Virginia naval offiver’s 
daughter. Irecollectin my boyhood walk- 
ixg out to see old Col. Chew, of Philadelphia, 
who wasason of a great Chiet-Justice of 
Pennsylvania, and his sister married James 
M. Mason, the Rebel Commissioner to Eu- 
rope. Around theChew house was fought 
the battie of Germantown. Old Col. Chew 
looked a little Jike one of the Apostles of 
Christ, and alittie like acrazy man. He had 
curious, long, ringletted hair, in the style of 
an English cavalier, and, I think, wore knee 
breeches. He had afurious enmity with his 
brother-in-law, Mason, and hailed the break- 
ing out of the war, because he thought it 
would result in having Mason hanged. 

Pibladelphia, when I was a boy there, was 
filled with Southern wives and sons-in-law. 
There was Picrce Butler. He married Fanny 
Kemble, a niece of Mrs. Siddons, and I think, 
an aunt of Nelly Grant’s husband. Fanny 
Kemble came te Philadelphia with her father 
to play, and this Philadelphia slave-planter 
sent her splendid presents and proposed. 
They had two children, but she soon found 
that his arrogant slave-bred style and close 
supervision over her English exercises on 
horseback, &c , was nothing less than slavery. 
At the outbreak of the war the mob went to 
Butler’s house and played avery threaten- 
ing serenade, andhe jumped the city, and I 
think, was rained in the war. 

Jay-Gould hasa plain, sensible family, to 
w bich he gives alithe attention compatible 
with his vast schemes and speoulations. He 
seemed to have adopted the policy of bring- 
ing his children up simply and maturally, in- 
stead of flaunting their namesin the news- 
papers as bridesmaids, best men, pasty 
queens, étc. From what I hear, his son, 
George Gould, isa good deal of a gentlemen 
—careful about the social amenities; and al- 
though Gould is seldom popular in New 
\Lork business circles, his family life is al- 
ways mentioned with respect. 

Col. Thos. A. Scott, baving married early 
in life and become a widower with children, 
married considerably later the daughter ofa 
respectable editor in Pittsburg,who was very 


for a while as an amateur artist. She kept ex- 
cellent company,and was recommended to Mr. 
Scott as a woman who would ruise his social 
grade, and accompany him to higher pos- 
sitions if he should becailedtothem. Col. 
Scott had the Presidency on his mind for 
some years. Though at one time it looked as 
if his estate would turn out Jess than noth- 
ing, the rise of value floated it off, and left 
Mrs. Scottarich widow, end all the family 
in fine circumstances. 


Col. Forney, who died the other day, mar- 
ried whi'e a young printer, a lady in the 
town where he sprang up. While he was 
Clerk of Congress and editor of the financial] 
organ of Pearce he accumulated seme prop- 
erty, and being at the time intimate witb 
President Buchanan, the latter became trus- 
tee for Mrs. Forney in nearly a block of 
houses adjacent to the Pecst-office. When, 
some years afterward, Forney and Buchanan 
quarreled, the ex-President refused to sign 
away the property as its trustee, fearing that 
Torney meant to use the money to attack 
him. Buchanan, you may remem»er, never 
married. Itis reiated in Lancaster that ke 
was enengee to a delightful woman, but with 
bis csld nature he treated her once so dis- 
dainfully that she died. flarriet Lane, Bu- 
chanan’s niece,a fine-lookivng womau, did 
net marry either, through consideration 
for her uncie, until he had 
been long out of the Presidency. 
I observe that Col. Scott’s friend, Gov. 
Curtin, had a daughter among the brides- 
maids at the Vanderbilt weadirg. Mr. Cur- 
tin bas another daughter, married tothe eld- 
est son of Henrv Sage, one of two or three 
wealthy men in Henry Ward Beecher’s 
Church and an endower of the Cornell Uni- 
versity.

Capt. Tobin, of the great steamer J. M. 
White, is very much amused at the talk 
about the dangers of. electric light. He has 
an electric lighting apparatus on his boat. 
The wires are uncovered and unprotected; 
they run along the light, inflammable 
woodwork of the hurricane deck, fastened 
with metal staples, aud exposed to wet 
weather constantly. If there were one-half 
the danger thatis claimed, the J. M. White, 
the Natchez. the Springer,’ and a dozen 
other finesteamers would have been burned 
toa crisp months ago. The fact is that these 
boats carry enormous loads of freight, prin- 
cipally cotton, burning the electric light all 
night through the medium of naked wires 
fastened directly to woodwork, and there 
has not been at any timethe faintest sugges- 
tion of an accident in consequence. Know- 
ing all this, it is a little surprising to steam- 
boat men that awful calamities are predicted 
as the inevitable result of using the electric 
light in cities.

MINNIE BEALS. 


The Strange Story of a Western Fe- 
male Singer. 
From the Kansas City Journal. 


Another chapter has been brought to light 
in the story of Minnie Beals, the Kaasas 
singer, whose romantic marriage and sup- 
posed sad death have been the theme of 
many a newepaper article in the West and 
the East, and whose present life will cause 
the profoundest sorrow to hundreds of those 
in every part of our country who were inter- 
ested in her fate. In order to show the sig- 
nificance of the story which was yesterday 
related, it will be necessary to briefly review 
the factsin the history of this most unhappy 
lady, and recall the points in her remarkable 
career. Miss Minnie Beals was reared in To- 
peka, Kas., where her family, or, at least, some 
members of it, reside at the present time. 
Her remarkably fine voice early attracted 
much attention, and by the time she reached 
womanhood her reputation was established 
throughout the State and she had become the 
pet and the pride of the Topekans. It was 
her ardent wish to go abroad and receive the 
musical culture and finish which alone can be 
attained in the conservatories of Europe. 
But, like many another gifted genius, 
‘chill penury repressed her noble rage,’ 
and, almost in despair, she saw _ the 
time go by and no opportunities opening 
up for the fulfillment of the dream of her 
life. Many of her friends talked at various 
times of raising a fund among the citizens 
of Topeka for the purpose of giving her the 
advantages she craved forthe development 
of her phenomenal voice, but they had been 
lax in their efforts and had failed to produce 
any tangible results. But Miss Beals was 
not altogether’ despondent. Her friends 
still promised her assistance and she made 
such progress as she could with the aid of 
local musicians, and obtained a position in 
the choir of the most popular church in To- 
peka. The salary received she frugally laid 
aside with the hope thatit might prove the 
‘*nest egg’’ for her educational fund. 

About the summer of 1875 Lieut. Philip 
Reed, an army officer stationed in New Mex- 
ico, paid a visit to some friends in Topeka 
while ona furlough,and chsncing to drop 
into the church where Miss Beals sang, he 
heard her clear melodious voice and became 
infatuated. He inquired into the history of 
her life, and learning of her struggles against 
poverty to acquire perfection in her art, he 
became deepliv impressed with her story. 
He sought an introduction, and learn- 
ing from her the high ambitions 
she entertained and the _ strong de- 
sire of her life to go abroad, he delicately re- 
vealed te her the interest he felt for her wel- 
fare,and beinc aman of ample means he 
within a short time told her of the plans he 
had hastily formed for helping her to carry 
out all her plans for musical culture abroad. 
Of course she was overjoyed with the pros- 
pect before her. They plighted their troth 
and he told her how he would send her to 
Europe and heed her slightest wish anda 
speedy marriage was soon agreed upon. 

The time of Lieut. Reed’s furlough being 
about to expire, the marriage and her depart- 
ure were set for the last day of his stay in 
Topeka and every arrangement was made 
complete. On the day of their marriage she 
left Topeka for Europe, and her busband ac- 
companied her as far as Lawrence, where he 
left his bride of a few hours. He returned to 
his command on the Rio Grande. She suiled 
from New York, and in due time arrived at 
her destination. At the conseryatory which 
she bad chosen she made rapid and most grat- 
ifying progress,and her friendsin Topeka 
were duly notified of her achievements. 
Finally she made her debut, and the 

BRILLIANCY OF HER SUCCESS 
was chronicied in local papers and jovfully 
received by her friends at home. About 
three years had elapsed since she parted 
from her husband, and he had about made 
arrangements for a leave of absence in order 
that he might visit his wife in Paris, when 
he received the agonizing intelligence by 


cable that his wife had suadenly died in 


Paris. 
Almost distracted by the blow, Lieut. Reed 


| made preparations for having his wife’s body 


sentto America for burial. -The remzeins 
were received at Boston and the husband 
made ample provisions for their suitable in- 
termentin one of the most beautiful spots 
10 Mount Auburn Cemetery. A number of 
friends of the lieutenant’s wife had gone 
to. Boston to attend the funeral, it “being 
the earnest wish of her ‘husband that 
the remains of his wife should not be 
buried elsewhere than in Boston. When 
the coffin was opened for the last view 
of the departed, a marked change was dis- 
covered in the features of the lady, and in- 
deed so little resemblance did the remains 
bear to her who had once been Minnie Beals 
that a whisper of suspicion was breathed as 
to theiridentity. Mrs. Reed had dark bair 
when she left home, and the hair of the oc- 
cupant of the coffin was of a golden hue, and 
the features of the deceased were deciared to 
be not at all like those of the Lieutenant’s 
wife. But certain effects and private letters 
of Mrs. Reed’s accompanied the remains, and 
the suspicion that the body was other than 
that of the Lieutenant’s wife was promptly 
hushed up. 

Still unpleasant rumors were borne to the 
friends of Miss Beals in Kansas. It was in- 
timated that the body had »een procured by 
Miss Beals and sent over to assure them of 
the fact of her death, and that the whole story 
had been concocted to cover a life, of which 
she was ashamed, and yet which she did not 
desire to give up for her husband and Amer- 
ican friends. The matter received much 
comment from the press, and was the 
source of keenest pain to the 
friends of the lady. So when F. P. Ba- 
ker, of the Toneka Commonwealth, went over 
to Paris, in 1878, as a commissioner to the 
Paris Exposition, he undertook the task of 
ferreting out the facts surrounding Mrs. 
Reed’s life and death. In a lengthy review 
of the whole matter .which he sent to the 
Commonwealth, Mr. Baker stated that he 
had undoubted evidence ofthe ladvy’s actual 
death in Paris, and that he could find noth- 
ing, after the most thorough investigation, 
which would throw one cloud upon the fair 
name ofthe dead Mrs. Reed. As to her 
blonde hair it was surmised that she 
hod by following the custom of many singers 
and actressess, simply bleached her hair, and 
that any appearance of change in the features 
of the dead girl could be accounted for by the 
great length of time the remains had been in 
reaching their destination after she had died. 
The thoroughness of Mr. Baker’s investiga- 


tion, and the positiveness with which he an- 


nounced the results of his inquiry, convinced 
almost every one that the cruel reports as to 
the young lady’s career had given needless 
pain to the fond bearts, and bad been a most 
unjust aspersion on the cbaracter of the girl 
who had given up friends, husband and all 
that she might devote herself to art,and who 
had been most ruthlessly cut off while 
in the tirst biush of her trinmph. But it 
seems this fancied security from the pain 
of any further torturing doubts are only to 
be transient. An attache of the American 
Legation at Alexandria, Egypt, whose name 
is suppressed at his request, has been stop- 
ping in this city for several days and this 
gentleman informed a Journal reporter yes- 
terday that he had'seen Mrs. Reed in several 
jarge cities on the Continent, traveling in her 
profession and passing as the wife of a popu- 
lar and well known tenor. The lady is re- 
ported as to be very beautiful,and although 
somewhat changed in her appearance. 1s 
easily recognizable, and the gentieman is 
positive that: she is the self-same Minnie 
Beals whom he had previously known in

OUGHT WE TO VISIT HIM? 


| The British Minister at Washington as 
a Bachelor and Father. 


Wasbington special to N. ¥Y. World. 


Washington official society is now being 
much exercised inits mind ever a grave 80- 
cial question, which wili probably lead to 
what may be called “tan international epi- 
sede,” at least as interesting as the issue 
raised in New Yord society some time ago by 
the advent of Mile. Sarah Bernhardt. Tbe 
question wm thiscaseis not ‘*‘Ought we to 
visit her??? but ‘‘Ought weto visit him?’ 
and as the individual diréctly concerned is 
no less a person thanthe new Munister of 
Great Britain tothe United States to whose 
arrivalthe gay world of Washington had 
looked forward as the harbinger of a season 
of unrivaled festivities at the new and hand- 
some house of the legation, it may be easily 
imagined that the question is fast taking pre- 
cedence forthe time at dinner tables and 
boudoirs of the gravest political “ne 

The facts are simple enough. ‘The new 
British Minister, the Hon. Lionel Sackville 
West,is a younger brother of the present 
Lord Sackville and of the present Earl Dela- 
warr. In virtue of his descent from Lord 
Delawarr, Governor and Captain-General of 
Virginia, who diedin that province in 1618, 
and to whom Delaware and the Delaware 
River owe their names, Mr. West, it will be 
remembered, was invited by the Pennsylvania 
Steamship Company to accept a passage to 
this country on one of the company’s steamers, 
and was received with much effusion ana 
enthusiasm by the amiable Philade!phians 
on his arrival. He-isa brother also of the 
present Countegs of Derby and of the present 
Duchess of Bedtord. Few men in England 
come of so ancient a stock, and no man 
in England is more highly connected. 
He is a man of ability also, and has served 
with credit in the diplomatic service. Why, 
then, this question, “‘Ought we to visit him?” 
Well, any. one who wiil take the troubie to 
look at a record of the house of Delawarr in 
the Englishman’s bitle will see that Mr. 
Lionel Sackville-West, born in July, 1827, 
and, therefore, but a little turned of 54, is a 
bachelor. And yetitappearsto be an un- 
questioncd fact that Mr. Sackville-West has 
a family of children, two at least of whon, it 
is understcoa, he wishes should live with 
him, and it is an open secret that a lady of 
American origin, long connected with the 
Spanish court, was at some pains before Mr. 
Sackville-West came from the British Lega- 
tion at Madrid to this country to assure her 
numerous correspondents in this citg that 
the connection, now of some years’ 
date, of the British Minister 
with a Spanish actress had caused 
much scandal and led to a number of social 
unpleasantnesses at the Spanish Capital, 
notwithstanding the somewhat liberal repu- 
tationin such matters of- the city which so 
long acknowledged the sway of the Regent 
Queen Christina and of the regnant Queen 
Isabella. People who remember the unchal- 
lenged despotism wielded over Washington 
by the late Thaddeus Stevens may naturally 
ask why oflicial society at Washington should 
concern itself with the domestic relations of 
a foreign Minister. Butit must be remem- 
bered that Thaddeus Stevens no longer 
lives, and that Washington society on it 
least two comparativeiy recent occasions has 
taken very decided ground asto the social 
relations it would maintain with the wives 
of two foreign Ministers concerning whom 
it was alleged that their matrimonial experi- 
ences had been more romantic than regular, 
and, all precedents apart, it must be ad- 
mitted that it can not fail to be awkward for 
heads of families to explain to their families 
‘how aforeign Minister can he at oncea 
bachelor and the head of a family,

Winter in England.

Like ourselves, the Engiish appear to be 
having an unusually miid season. In some 
parts of the Isie of Wight fine raspberries 
have been gatheredinthe open during the 
present month, strawberries are to be found 
in comparative abundance, and at Shanklin 
peas are to be seen in bloom and in pod. The 
valleys are full of spring flowers, inciuding 
violets and primroses, and the summer flow- 
ers are still blooming, and toall appearance 
will retain their verdure until the coming 
summer Without undergoing the the usual 
autumral decay and stripping. Roses, rare 
fuchsias, geraniums, and other flowers are 
blooming in the open. Thethrush has not 
vet ceased its song, and the other day atit- 
lark’s nest was taken on Boniface Down, with 
three newly laid eggs in it. Altogether the 
weather is most extraordinary, even forthe 
Isle of Wight, where the winters are usually 
mild compared with other parts of England. 
Some parts of Kent present an unusually 
spring-like appearance. Primroses are in 
bloom, violets perfumethe banks, and the 
song birds have not lost their summer notes. 
On Hayes Common the heather is in purple 
bloom; on Keston Common the furzes are 
dotted with yellow biossom, and the country 
around assumes an aspect of spring rather 
than of the proximity of Christmas.

WHO SHOT TONKIN? © 


The Coroner’s Jury Fails to 
Answer the Conundrum. 


Closing of the Ineffectual Inquest 
To-Day.

Camper and Scharlow Discharged— 
Kittie Mulcahy Held for 
Twenty-Four Hours, 


The Tonkin murder case is still in the 
valiey of the shadow. All of the enthusi- 
asm evoked by the arreat of the woman Kit- 
tie Mulcahy and the boy Schariow has about 
burped itself out and justice is still demand- 
ing, who killea Tonkin? with but little chance 
of acertain reply. The case as it stands this 
morning is even more perplexing 
than it was yesterday, practically 
all of the evidence is in, andso far nothing 
very definite has been proven beyond the 
fact that Tonkin is dead. No seourt would 


bold a prisoner on the testimony elicited 
against Mulcahy and Schariow. There is 
nothing against them but suspicion, and not 
a very well founded suspicion at its best. To 
review the case it will be 
seen that Mr. Turner swears positively 
that it was the woman who 
fired the shot, the boy Marx swears just as 
positively that it was Sbarlow who did the 
shooting. Sharlow, his family, Kittie Mul- 
cahy and Tom Camper all swear to a pretty 
conclusive alibi for that voung man; on the 
other hand Bryarely, the restau’ant man, bis 
waiter and Bacigaiupo all tocate the ten 
dollar change incident, at which 
Schurlow,. was covfessedly present, as 
oncurring after midnight, when Sharlow 
was abed and asleep in the wilda’ot Kerry 
Patch,two miles away. Again, it was a 
physical impossibility for Tonkin to have got 
from the south side of Lucas Place into the 
eburch yard and to bave remained there five 
minutes, as Mr. Turner’s evidence says he 
did, between the times Kittie Muicaby swore

During his tenure 
of office at the Shanghai Arsenal he intro- 
duced a quantity of foreign machinery, and 
is fully cognizant of the superiority of West- 
ero appliances as compared with Chinesyw. 
He is accommompanied by Malam Chem and 
his twe nephews. These young men areabie 
to converse in English, in which language 
they were instructed by Chiu Chi Yeung,wko 
is the chief interpreter to the 'egation. Mr, 
Chen has been for some years past sa 
teacher in the Hong Kong Government 
schools, and speaks, reads and writes Eag- 
lish fluently. There are also attached to the 
embassy severa! officials of rank, whose posl- 
tions are Secretary of Legation Writers, 
Charge d’Affaires for Spain, Freneh and 
English interpreters, and a Secretary for the 
Peruvian Legation. The new Consul-Gen- 
eral for San Francisco will not arrive watil 
next month. Tht party numbered 12 off- 
cials and 17 servants. Itisthe tmteantion of 
the Minister to remain in this city a few days 
and then proceed to Washingten via the 
Southern route, in order to avoid any delays 
that might arise in consequence of snow- 
drifts on the northern lines, The members 
of the embassy are some ofthe best speci- 
mens of Chinese that ever visited the Uuited 
States. About one-half of them sre natives 
of the Kwang Tung Province, and the Dal- 
lance from Peking.

The Cry of Prayer That was Heard 
at Midnight in Jail.

A Child’s Prattle to her Condemned 
Father—A Redhanded Criminai 
and his Love fer his Mother 
—Waiting for Death. 


‘Papa, dear papa, I’m glad you’re going to 
die, for you know, papa, that if you were 
not going to die you would be taken away off 
into a dark;prison when I could never see you 
any more, and you know, papa, that would 
yrieve you so much, that you would not live 
very long anyho ,sol think every thing Is 
best as itis, don’t you, papa? And I will 
grow up to befa big girl,and I will be sogood, 
papa, that every one will love me, and I will 
never forget you, papa, nor bow much you 
loved your little Mary.” 

The speaker was little Mary Erb about 8 
years old, and she addressed her father, who 
one week from to-day will give up his life to 
the law, and whose fate will bea lesson and 
warning to many, but whose memory will be 


ever treasured by his bright and and inter- 
esting littie daughter, as a kind and affec- 
tionate father. 

Erh’s eyes were filled with tears as helis- 
tened to the words of his daughter and with 
a choking sob he said “‘that’s right Mary, al- 
ways bea good girl; mind what your Aunt 
telis you and always when you think of your 
poor father remember that he was not as bad 
us people think, and remember that I alway» 
loved my littie Mary.’’ 

Erb is ready and prepared for death and 
the onty drawback to bis maker, Welcoming 
the grim destroyer,is the love he bears for 
his children, the little girl mentioned end a 
br ght intelligent boy of fifteen years. “It is 
so hard to leave them to the mercy of a cold 
and pitiless world” said Erb, “that for their 
sakes I would wishto live. I trust that my 
death will be sufficient atonement for my sin 
aud thatit will not be the means of giving 
them sorrow and trouble in the future.*’ 
W hatever else may be said of Erb, none will 
question the sincerity of his affection for his 
cuildren, 

‘*De«r mother, try and not take it so hard; 
itis butashorttime we will be parted, and 
in the next world we will forget ail the trials 
avd troubles of this. Itis terribly hard for 
ine to die s0 young, mother, and your grief 
only makes itso much harderforme. For 
your sake I jong to live that I might be abe 
to repay you for all your ic ving care of me, 
but asthe law says nay we can only bow our 
heads in humble sutmission. S50, mother, 
dry your tears and let us be as happy as we 
mav in the few days left us on earth.” 

The speaker was 

WILLIAM WARD. 

and be addressed his mother, a poor heart- 
broken colored woman, who, residing in Cin- 
cinnati ai the time of the killing, came to the 
city as soon as she heard of it, and has re- 
mained here ever since amongst strangers, 
doing her utmost to save her favorite son’s 
life. 

Ward, when he was arrested, Was very 
i'‘literate and could hardly write his own 
ns»me and could read but little. During bis 
c ntinement be has studied hard, 80 that new 
he is able to write a good legible hand, and 
can read fluently and has read the Bible 
through many times. @**I can bard'y bear the 
sufferings of my mother,’’ said Ward 
to a Post DISPATCH reporter. ‘‘and it 
almost broke her heart that I was 
no! granted another trial. Everything con- 
nected with the killing is asa dream to me 
and I can not consider myself as guilty as the 
law makesme. Had I been granted a new 
trial, not on'y the evidence that my attorney 
failed to: ffertotbe jury in regard to my 
mental condition, would be brouvht out, but 
I have mauy witnesses, who, if they had the 
opportunity wou'd have taken the stand and 
swore that my actions for some time previous 
to the killing were anything but that of a 
sane man. If my case had been properly 
handled and all this evidence that 

ceuld now obtain as to my 
mental condition, and «hich my attorney 
could have obtained by proper efforte, had 
been Introduced I am satisfied that the result 
would have been different. Iam young and 
life is very alluring to the young, but I am 
prepared for death and would die happy, 
secure in my belief of happiness in the next 
world, which will repay me for all I have 
suff-red inthis, {fit was pot that between 
me and death arises the figure of ay mother, 
and I know whst she wiil suffer before 
death comes to her relief.”’ 

It was drawing on close to the hour 
of midnight, and the jail was sunkin 
a silence, dark, deep and penetrating, 
Notasound was to be heard except the 
tramp, tramp, ofthe “buil-ring’” guard as 
he m de his rounds and the sharp tiz, fiz, of 
the gas emitted through a broken gas- 
burner. 

Suddenly there fell upon the listener’s ears 
avoicein deep, earnest prayer. It said: 
“Ob. Father in beaven, I again throw myseif 
a' your feet to ask and receive your assurance 
of pardontoa very deep sinner; bow sinful 
and wretched my life has been ever since 
1 left my good old mama, you alone know; 
how sincere and penitent Iam now, and how 
sorry L am that I ever stayed 
away from the and advice 
of my good old mamma, _ thou 
also knowest. I thank Thee that before it 
was too latethat Thou stretched forth Thine 
hand and saved me. Bless all those kind 
friends who have helped me reach forward 
to Thy glory. May other. sinners see their 
sins in time to repent, asI have done, and 
vive me strength to bow to Thy wii] and my 
fate. Make me strong in the protection of 
Thy word, and give grace and consolation to 
my poer old mams, who never thought that 
ehe would outlive her Charley. Thy will, Ob 
God, is mine, and I pray that Thou wilt have 
merey on a poor, helpless sinner and make 
him worthy of al' Ty promises forthe future 
g'iory of a1 whocallon Theein the name of 
thy crucified Son.” 

The voice ceased fora few moments and 

was again heard reading a chapter from the 

bible. The sperker was 
CHARLEY ELLIS, 

who in the seclusion of bis ceil spends all his 

time in meditation and prayer.
